"I asked the manager of the 
Roosevelt Hotel in New Orleans 
about who would be a good man 
to see about finding a place for 
my bullfight,” Odom said Tues- 
day. "He suggested Mr. Shaw, 
so I called him— or the manager 
called him, I don’t remember 
exactly. , - | 

"He (Shaw) came over to the * 
hotel, as I recall, and we talked ^ 
for 15 or 20 minutes. He gave !' 
me his business card— I’ll bet 
I still have it around here some- • 
where — and I gave him my ad- 
dress in Dailas. The bullfight 
didn’t come off and we never 
communicated again. That's all 
there was to it." >'
